The question of growing cotton 
under boll weevil conditions in Ok­ 
lahoma at the present limo largely 
resolves itself into tire variety or 
typo of cotton to grow and the 
proper culture methods. \ 
Some of the important factors In 
selecting a cotton with the desir­ 
ed qualities that ga to make UP 
tho type to be grown 
are: 
early, 
rapid fruiting length of staple, lint- 
ir r percent, size of bolls, and yield. 
It is not altogether a choice of 
variety that is needed but a choice 
of type that will give results. How­ 
ever. tho best variety should be 
chosen first and the type fixed aft­ 
erwards aud in this the whole com­ 
munity should be Induced to stand­ 
ardize on the same kind of cotton 
so that uniformity would result. 
By earliness is meant the ability 
to got on and mature a large num­ 
ber of boils early in the season. It, 
does not necessarily follow that the
